Also, the status for 
claim 8 should have been Previously Presented and not "Previously Amended" as cited in the 
amendment. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Kott et al (4,750,967) teach an apparatus for forming a liner on a washbasin, comprising a 
container (60) defining a cavity (86), a seal (72, 56) forming a continuous seal with a bathtub 
liner (50), an electric heating element (78; col. 11, lines 63-65) which is located inside the top 
wall of the cavity, means for increasing pressure (a negative pressure, 96) to force the bathtub 
liner outwardly, away from the cavity and cover the bathtub, wherein the container (60) includes 
a top surface (76) and a plurality of side walls (82, col. 12, lines 8), which associated with the top 
surface (col. 12, lines 4-10) and defines a lower perimeter of the container, and the seal member 
(72) extending about the perimeter of the side walls (col. 10, lines 12-16); a portion (82) of the 
container comprises a transparent member (84) for visual inspection of the cavity (col. 13, lines 
14-16).

Kott et al, however, fail to disclose a weight on the container to facilitate the sealing of 
the seal member, in which the weight comprises a fluid container having at least one inlet and 
outlet to control the amount of fluid inside the fluid container.
